“Such instances,” says Dr. Melvin,

In a force of 2,500 .people engaged 
in inspecting meat, Dr. Melvin de-1 
clares, it would not be unusual rf 
some one were found unworthy. All 
men are liable to errors in judgment 
and considering the immense amount 
of m eat inspected, if it should hap­ 
pen tha meat which should be con­ 
demned were passed, the amount was 
such an infinitesimal p art of the en­ 
tire quantity that it did no: affect 
(he value and the integrity of the 
service as a whole. 
'More -han 36,000,000 animals were 
inspected at the time of slaughter 
during Die fiscal year just closed, 
and more than 1,000,000 were con­ 
demned in whole or in part. On rein­ 
spection more than 25,000,000 pounds 
of meat and meat products were con­ 
demned which had become unwhole- 


An industrial corps sim ilar in its

Washington, Jan. 2.—Under the new 
sec.ion of the penal code of the Unit­ 
ed States, U will hereafter be a ser­ 
ious offense to issue a check for a 
less amount than one dollar. The 
new code became effective 
Jan. 
I. 
The language of the provision forbids 
the making, issuance, circulation or 
paying out of any note, checks, mem­ 
orandum, token or other obligation 
for less than a dollar. 
Business firms who have been in­ 
terviewed as to the effect cf che new 
enactment say it will mean the sub­ 
stitution of postage stamps, subsidiary 
coins and postoffice money orders in 
lieu of the bank checks for the pay­ 
ment of accounts representing frac­ 
tions of a dollar. The number of 
bank checks drawn in payment of 
balances of less than a dollar are 
very few. Outside cf the mail order 
houses the number of 
such 
small 
checks received in the course of bus­ 
iness is comparatively insignificant. 
Treasury officers are at a loss to 
account for the legislation. It does 
not appear to have been discussed in 
either house of congress. The consid­ 
eration of the report of the commi > 
tee to codify the penal laws was at­ 
tended with very little interest in 
congress. Bankers who have been in­ 
terviewed on the legislation were as 
much surprised as the treasury of­ 
ficers to account for it. 
One banker expressed the opinion 
that it was a step toward the estab­ 
lishment of a postal savings bank, 
but Senator Heyburn, of 'Idaho, chair­ 
man of the joint committee on the re­ 
vision of the code, made a speech in 
opposition to the postal savings bank 
bill. The most rational explanation 
of the enactment appears to be that 
it was designed to stim ulate the sale 
of postage stam ps and postal money 
orders.
